In an obvious reference to the 
mood In his party the Minister said:

Zadok pointed out that this govern- 
ment can stand “with a straight 
back before the public” because it 
had given investigating, prosecuting 
and judicial authorities a free hand. 
There was no political involvement 
‘in the proceedings, he added. 

Zadok warned the Knesset 
Members against overstepping their 
authority by taking upon themselves 
some of the functions of the Attorney 
General or the State Comptroller. 

He warned the legislators that 
overstepping their authority would 
lead to a "total disruption of good 
government."

Syrians said to have 
left Nabatiya

Syrian troops of the Arab League 
peace-keeping force were yesterday 
reported to have completed their 
“re-deployment" away from the 
southern Lebanese town of Nabatiya 
which Israel considers to be near a 
“Red Line" limit to non-Lebanese 
forces. The move was seen to be tim- 
ed to coincide with the current visit 
of U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance whose office played a major 
role in defusing the Nabatiya dis- 
pute. 

The Syrians were understood to 
have virtually pulled back from 
Nabatiya northward, but not beyond 
the Sldon-Jizzin line which Israel 
maintains to be the edge of its securi- 
ty belt with Lebanon. 

The concept of the Red Line in 
southern Lebanon, as well as the 
replacement of Syrians by Lebanese 
state forces there, were expected to 
be raised in discussions with Vance 
today. The Secretary is due to visit 
Lebanon and Damascus over tbe 
weekend in the course of his current 
Middle East swing. (He also goes to 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia.) 

Meanwhile, tension in Beirut's 
southwestern districts eased yester- 
day after the Syrian dominated Arab 
peace-keepers there loosened their 
two-day siege around refugee camps 
serving as bastions for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

The measure came after the PLO 
command acquiesced In a demand 
for the surrender of heavy weapons 
as well as for the handover of eight 
terrorists accused of murdering a 
Syrian lieutenant after he was 
wounded in weekend clashes. The 
Syrians had thrown a ring of armour 
around the refugee camps of Sabra, 
Shatfla and Borj el-Barajneh after 


night, but 
appealed to Syrian President Hafez 
Assad lor restraint, while under- 
taking to meet the peace-keeping 
force demands. Arafat yesterday 
conferred in Damascus with Syria's 
tough Prime Minister. Gen. Abdul- 
Rahman Khleif&wi. The PLO chief 
had earlier met Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat who obviously referred 
him to Damascus to resolve the con- 
flict. 

Our military reporter adds: 

Last night the army spokesman’s 
office professed to have no informa- 
tion on the situation In Nabatiya. 
Once again the office said It could 
neither confirm nor deny reports of 
the alleged Syrian move from the 
town. 

Toram Hamizrahi reports from 
MetuUa: 

The clashes between Christians 
and leftist forces in south Lebanon 
intensified yesterday and 
eyewitnesses in Metulla saw pillars 
of smoke rising from the Fatah! and 
area north-east of the town — an 
area which has been relatively quiet 
for the last year. 

Observers saw Christian artillery 
score accurate hits on leftist targets 
near Kafr Ha mam and Rashaya el- 
Fukhar. Christians at the Metulla 
good fence border post told Israelis 
that the terrorists were attempting 
.to move back Into Fatah! and. They 
said the terrorists are firing on 
Christian villages and have 
threatened to move towards the 
Hasbani River which separates 
Fatahland from the Christian 
enclave around Marj Ayoun.

Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee left the impression in tbe 
House yesterday that the U.S. was 
angry at Israel’s warnings to Syria 
over the past year, not to cross the 
‘ “red line" in southern Lebanon, and 
urged Israel to desist from such ad- 
monitions lest /they merely escalate 
tensions unnecessarily. 

■ The Likud man, Halm Landau, 
said that the U.B. told Israel it un- 
derstood the Government was under 
heavy domestic pressure, which it 
-had to appease, to issue such public 
warnings. 

Landau was presenting a motion 
for the agenda on the presence of 
Syrian troops south of the ‘Ted line" 
— which was voted to the committee. 

Landau said that after the “red 
line" was set by Israel as the line 
Unking Sidon on the coast and Jezzin 
Inland, the -Syrians crossed it 
southwards to a depth of 24kxas., 
Instead of the U.S. extending its good 
offices to defuse the situation, as tbe 
■Government claimed, it, In fact, aid- 
ed and abetted the Syrians. It gave 
Damascus (tactical) cover in Its 
plan to occupy the whole of Lebanon, 
at no risk to the Syrians, he said. 

The Government hid this 
American stand from the nation and 
the committee fora whole year, Lan- 
dau charged. In Prime Minister 
Rabin's presence, Foreign Ministry 
director-general Shloroo Avinerl 
tried to read only half the text of the 
American reply to what was describ- 
ed as a "stiff” Israeli message. Lan- 
dau said that when Menahem Begin 
put out Us hand to take the docu- 
ment, Avineri stopped him, and let 
him see only half of a folded paper.

All three top Ministers were guilty 
of concealing these foots.

The Government made a 
"festival in the media” about this, 
cla iming a great victory,, while in 
fact the next step wouid be to 
negotiate a new “red line" all over. 
The Government’s bombast about a 
“red line” which it could not live tip 
to. bad undermined its credibility. 
Landau charged. 

Foreign Minister Yigal Alton said 
in his reply that Israel’s firm but 
measured diplomatic initiative bad 
proven itself successful. Alton said 
Landau was making unfounded 
charges and that be knew exactly 
how the Syrians were got out of 
Nabatiya. Israel would not tolerate 
any violations of its interests. Its 
credibility bad been maintained, and 
it would act further to restore the 
status quo ante,, Alton assured the 
House. 

Mordechai Ben-Porat ( Alignment) 
said that the national leadership had 
whipped up public tension quite un- 
necessarily, and also put the new 
U.S. Administration to the test un- 
necessarily, as soon as it wss install- 
ed. Government spokesmen should 
not have slighted Arab prestige with 
their public utterances.

the Palestine liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

Asaad yesterday arrived in 
Bucharest, on an unexplained visit 
for two days of talks with Rumanian 
President Nlcolae Ceausesceu. 
Assad's visit has attracted con-- 
siderable attention, as It occurred in 
the midst of a month of intensive 
Middle East diplomacy. 

The nature of Assad’s trip was not 
disc l osed by either Damascus or 
Bucharest. Rumania is the only 
Eastern European country main- 
taining relations with Israel and tbe 
Arab states. 

Rumania, observers said, might be 
acting as a go-between between 
Syria- and the Soviet Union on 
regional developments. Damascus’ 
relations with Moscow were strain- 
ed recently over Syria’s intervention 
against the PLO-leftist alliance in 
Lebanon and Syria’s alignment with 
Egypt, now the Kremlin’s main critic 
in the Arab world. 

Observers said that Assad might 
be seeking to avoid going to Moscow, 
to avoid any suggestion of bla 
dependence on the Russians on the 
eve of Vance’s arrival in Damascus 
next Sunday. 


Israel complains about 
U.S. Suez oil statement 


WASHINGTON. — Israel has com- 
plained to the U.S. over the State 
Department's sharp rebuke of 
Israel’s oil explorations In the Stool 
and Gulf of Suez. 

Embassy Minis ter Han on Bar-On, 
filling in for ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz, currently In Jerusalem for 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s 
visit, conveyed Israel’s 
“astonishment" over the timing and 
contents of the statement, released 
by acting State Department 
spokesman Frederick Brown a few 
hours before Vance left Washington 
tor Israel. 

The State Department called 
Israel's oil drillings “illegal” and 
"not helpful to efforts to get peace 
negotiations under way.” 

According to informed sources 
here. Bar- On, acting on instructions 
from Jerusalem, said that the rebuke 
would adversely affect the at- 
mosphere in U.S. -Israel relations for 
Vance’s meeting in Israel. 

American officials have conceded 
that the timing of the statement was 
“unfortunate’’ and that neither 
Washington nor Jerusalem wanted to 
make a major Issue out of the matter 
at fids time. 

Informed sources here said that 
the statement, which followed a 
report on Monday morning in '“The 
Washington Post” on Israel’s oil ex- 
plorations, hod been cleared by 
second-level State Department of- 
ficials and not at the top. 

There hi a growing feeling among 
Israelis supporters in Washington 
- that those decisions which adversely 
affect Israel are caused by the inor- 
dinate amount of influence wielded 
by mid-level State and Defence 
Department officials on the decision- 
making policy in this still young 
Carter Administration. 

The issue has been In dispute 
between Jerusalem and Washington

They noted 
that the Outer policy on arms sales 
was declaredly stricter than his 
predecessor's, and said that Israel 
would have to learn to live with it. 

In tbe over-all context of U.S.- 
Iarael ties, sold one high source, 
these episodes were not of major im- 
portance. Another source 
acknowledged,- however, that if the 
veto on Kfir sales were maintained — 
as it apparently will be — the Israel 
Aircraft Industry will take a hard 
knock.

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Foreign Minister Ylgal Allon told 
the Knesset yesterday that! In the 
conversation^ with U .S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, Israel would 
report that It was ready to attend the 
Geneva Conference, and hoped it 
■would be convened without delay. 

Replying to two motions for the 
agenda, Allon said that Israel would 
‘demand contractual peace 
agreements as the objective of the 
negotiations, and the normalization 
of relations in return for a te r r i t o r i al 
compromise, which had not yet been 
defined but which would have to en- 
tail secure borders for Israel. 

Allan said that In February 1876, 
Jerusalem had authorized 
Washington to inquire in three Arab 
capitals whether they were ready to 
negotiate an end to the state of war. 
The assumption was that such 
negotiations would have to be agreed 
upon by the U.S. and Israel, 
beforehand. Israel's proposal to 
Egypt, Syria and Jordan still stood,' 
the U.S. Secretary would be told. 

The Foreign Minister assured the 
House that Israel had' a pattern of 


agreements with theU.S.. whereby 
joint stands had been worked out 
with respect to Geneva, the PLO, 
andj a Palestine state. 

"It is a good thing that those 
agreements with the U.S. were sign- 
ed when they were signed," the 
Minister said. 

The U.S. is the most likely force in 
the world capable of helping attain 
such a peace, he said. Only the U.S. 
Is capable of maintaining relations, 
with both sides, ‘ while the Soviet 
Union, to Israel's profound regret. Is 
pursuing an increasingly anti-Israel 
and one-sided policy which- deter- 
mines the Geneva decisions even 
before the conference begins. 

Yoram Arldor (Likud) , whose mo- 
tion was voted to committee, said 
that opposition to a Palestine state 
must mean opposition to any 
withdrawal on the Jordan front. 

Meir Pa’Q (Molted) , whose motion 
was struck off the agenda, said that 
Allon should not have spoken so dis- 
courteously about UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim.

The Labour Party moved quickly 
yesterday to bring Rabbi Menahem 
Hacohen back into the fold. - 

Rabbi Hacohen, who represents 
Ha'oved Hadatl — the Religions 
Workers movement In the Hist&drut 
— informed the Knesset Speaker an 
Monday that he had quit the Labour 
Knesset Faction and would 
henceforth constitute a separate fac- 
tion. 

Yesterday, Labour’s steering com- 
mittee — after hearing a plea by par- 
ty secretary MeirZarml — agreed to 
recommend to the party convention 
the adoption of three points which 
constitute, recognition of Ha'oved 
H ada t l as a “stream" within the par- 
ty. This is a status now enjoyed by 
Ihud Haklbbutzim, Haklbbutz 
Bameuhad, -women voters, the 
Young Guard, among others. 

The debate In the steering com- 
mittee was described as "lively and 
often stormy.” The decision, adopted 
by a majority vote, was a reversal of 
a vote ta k en by the preparatory com- 
mittee on Sunday. The preparatory 
committee had then rejected a 
declarative paragraph in the draft 
platform calling upon the members 
of Ha'oved Hadatl "to contribute of 
their ideas and ideals" to the party at 
large. 

Moshe Carmel, ex-Ahdut 
Ha'ovada. on Sunday led the attack 
on this paragraph, asking why the 
same invitation should not be extend- 
ed to “the carpenters and the metal 
workers." He was backed by 
Shoahiuia Arbeli, Avraham Gttvelber, 
and Danny Rosolio. And the 
paragraph was then struck out. 

The other two points that the steer- 
ing committee ^yesterday decided to 
reco mm en d to the convention were: 


(1) Ha'oved Hadatl will be allocated 
15 seats in Labour’s 601-member cen- 
tral committee; (2) half of Labour’s 
quota on the religious councils 
throughout the country will be 
reserved for Ha'oved HadatL 

All three recommendations must 
be approved by the convention, and 
Carmel yesterday registered Ms in- 
tention to fight them there. 

Rabbi Hacohen told The Jerusalem 
Post that If the conven ti on does ap- 
prove them. It will be “a happy day.” 
His action on Monday had been 
designed to. draw attention to the 
gravity of the "deterioration In the 
place of the religious member in the 
party.” It was foe first step towards 
an outright break with the party. 

Ha'oved Hadatl polled 35,000 votes 
in foe last Hlstadrut elections. Rabbi 
Hacohen says. This should entitle it 
to three seats in Labour’s Knesset 
faction. Although Rabbi Hacohen 
owes Ms K n e ss e t seat to his Ha'oved 
Hadatl following, formally he was 
chosen as an Individual and not aa a 
representative of that movement. 

Labour Party Secretary-General 
Meir Zarmi told the Alignment 
Knesset faction last night that 
Hacohen had agreed to “defer” Ms 
decision to launch a separate faction 
until after foe Labour Party conven- 
tion. 

If Zarmi'a statement is correct, 
Hacohen must Inform the Knesset 
Speaker and the House Committee 
that he is not quitting the Alignment. 
He still has time to do this until the 
next meeting of the Committee.

Yadlin’s statements vs. Alignment figures 


Asher Yadlin, in his co u rtroom 
allegations about election funding for 
foe Labour Party, claimed that he 
had raised "millions". Such a c laim , 
if referring to foe 1978 general elc- 
ttons. Is totally at variance with the 
official report the party submitted to 
the State Comptroller. 

Alignment spending reported tor 
the last general election— that of 
Labour and Map am together- 
amounted to 1L 14,556,837. Under the 
1973 Parties Financing Law, the 
A lig n ment was permitted to spend a 
. maximum of IL 14,820,000. This last 
figure includes the State allocations 
to the faction for each MK in the out- 
going Knesset, plus one-third which 
the party may raise on Its own. 

According to the information sub- 
mitted to the State Comptroller, the 
Labour-Map am Alignment raised 
about HJ.5m. from Its own sources. 
Such a figure leaves little room for 
"millions” which Asher Yadlin said 
he raised on his own. 

But he may have included foe 1969 
elections as well. The parties were 
then financed by the State under an 
ad hoc law, later amended and ex- 
panded into foe 1973 law. It remains 
to be seen If, after sentencing next 
week, Asher Yadlin will be able or 
willing to be more explicit 

The 1973 Parties Financing Law 
has no reference in Its five pages of 
print to any major penailty for 
violations by the parties. (The law, 
for example, forbids soliciting con- 
tributions from corporate bodies.) * 
Thus, any legal action resulting from 
Yadlin's statement would have to be 
taken against the contributing bodies 
or possible accessories to such acts. 


Hie only penalty provided for by 
the election financing law is a- 
forfeiture of 15 per cent of the State 
allocations, which are held in reserve 
until after the elections pending ap- 
proval by the State Comptroller. In 
several cases, foe law also provides 
for non-payment of a party’s current . 
expenditures — a bill also footed by . 
the State— for a three month period. 

Interviewed by The Jerusalem 
Post In December cm foe efficacy of 
the law. officials acknowledged It 
was largely a matter of trust and. 
honour, especially since foe party 
declarations attached to their 
reports were signed by an MK. Par- 
ties' books must be accessible to the 
Comptroller, the Law says, but It 
seems obvious that a painstaking 
check could take anywhere until the 
next elections. 

The Comptroller has been asking 
the Knesset Finance Committee for 
over ayear to plug some loopholes in 
the law— such as a clearer definition 
of "corporate bodies”. Comptroller 
Ernst Nebenzahl was baffled by

Public reacts to Yadlin 
through courts, police 


THE NATION’S higbert court has 
been brought into the afena of the 
Yadlin affair, as public response 
begins to manifest Itself on the 
political and legal fronts. Hlstadrut 
involvement on this level also now 
appears inevitable. 

A Jerusalem lawyer, Yitzhak Bar- 
zilai. asked the High Court yesterday 
to Instruct the Attorney-General to 
explain why he was not opening an 
investigation into the Labour Party, 
following the allegations made by 
Asher Yadlin in foe Tel Aviv District 
Court on Monday. 

Justice Meir Shamgar referred foe 
application for discussion by a three- 
man bench. 

. Tel Aviv lawyer Zvl Sa'ar, leader 
of the under-40s political party, the 
“New Generation." has filed a com- 
plaint with the police against 
Yehosbna Rabinowltz, Aharon 
Yadlin, David Kalderon and Ze'ev 
Weiner, "on suspicion of having 
committed criminal offences of an 
economic nature." 

Sa'ar asserts that search and 
arrest warrants should be taken out 
against the men, “in order to pre- 
vent a cover-up, including foe dis- 
appearance of documents.” He also 
wants to avoid delays in further in- 


vestigation of the Yadlin affair. 

A police spokesman acknowledged 
that the complaint had been receiv- 
ed. but said he had not yet read it. 

Url Avnerl, leader of foe "Ha’olam 
Hazeh” movement, demanded at a 
Belt Sokolow press conference 
yesterday that the Labour Party be 
required to return foe money that 
Asher Yadlin said In his court 
evidence had been transferred to it 
from Hlstadrut funds. 

Further investigation into the 
Yadlin affair should be linked with 
whatever discoveries were made In 
relation to the late Avraham Ofer's 
activities, Avnerl said. He echoed 
Zvl Sa’ar ' 5 demand for an investiga- 
tion into the parts played by 
Kalderon. Rabinowltz and Aharon 
Yadlin. 

And the Independent Liberal and 
Mbked members of the Hlstadrut ex- 
ecutive last night called for an 
urgent meeting of foe Hlstadrut 
plenum, to discuss Yadlin's ac- 
cusations. They are demanding a full 
Investigation by the Hlstadrut comp- 
troller. The Hlstadrut spokesman 
declined to comment, but Informed 
sources said the demand would 
probably be raised at today’s 
meeting of the central committee.

Criminologist says jail 
leave plan doesn’t work 


Home leave for prisoners, as 
practised in the Israel penal 
system, does nothing to help in the 
rehabilitation of the prisoner, nor 
is it even valuable as a prize for 
good behaviour, according to a re- 
cent study by a Hebrew University 
criminologist. 

Dr. Yael Hassln, after inter- 
viewing prisoners before and after 
such paroles, found that they tend- 
ed to while away the time going 
from one amusement place to 
another, often spending thousands 
of (illegally acquired) pounds. 

She pointed out that the leaves 
begin after a third or half of the 
sentence has been served, just the 
point where the influence of prison 
society Is at its highest. The 


prisoners fail to use their free time 
to look for work or otherwise plan 
for their release — and the prisons 
give them no guidance to en- 
courage them to do so. 

Because of a lack of supervision 
on the part of the authorities, there 
is not even a correlation between 
good behaviour and permission to 
take the leaves. Dr. Hassln 
alleges. 

She suggests that prisoners be 
given leave every month, and not 
every three months as is current 
practice. Moreover, she says, the 
leaves should start from the begin- 
ning of the prison term. However, 
she notes* the prisons should 
provide guidance to help the 
prisoners plan for their free time.

Latvian ex-Nazi 
denies burning 
Riga Jews alive 

ALBANY, N.Y. — A 71-year-old Lat- 
vian has denied he committed 
crimes .against Jews, including the 
burning alive of several hundred 
Jews to a Riga synagogue. 

Villa Hazners, who moved to the 
U.8. in 1956, made the denial at a 
U.S. Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Court on Monday. He was 
appealing against an order for his 
deportation, issued on January 28. 

Hazners served as an officer in the 
Nazi-backed Latvian SS Legion dur- 
ing toe war. He Is charged with hav- 
ing entered the U.S. from Germany 
to 1956 in violation of toe anti-war 
crimes proviso of the Refugee Relief . 
Act of 1953. 

The deportation notice accuses 
Hazners of participating ”to collec- 
ting a group of Jews in Riga, Latvia, 
after .detaining them at the big syn- 
agogue on Gogol Street, Riga, Lat- 
via. after which the said synagogue 
was set afire and the detained Jews 
burned to death, therein, to or about 
July. 1941.” 

Several hundred Jews are believed 
to have died to the fire. (AP)

He 
also claims that the two had taken 
bribes and pocketed funds ear- 
marked for the Morrocan com- 
munity's Mlmouna Day celebrations. 

Bouccara told The Jerusalem Post 
that he had given police cheques and 
other forms of evidence to back up 
his charges. He is being given police 
protection. 

Sources in Bat Yam say that new 
developments in the case “are ex- 
pected any day now.”

— The Soviet Union said 
yesterday it was ready to reconsider 
long-standing objections to foreign 
inspections on its territory to help 
speed an international agreement 
banning underground nuclear 
weapons tests. 

Soviet delegation leader Viktor 
Likhachev gave the assurance at the 
opening of the 1977 session of the 30- 
nation Geneva Disarmament 
Conference, whose efforts to outlaw 
nuclear blasts have been stalled for 
years over this specific Issue. 

Likhachev recalled that the Soviet 


Union told last year's UN General 
Assembly session to New York it was 
prepared to seek a mutually accep- 
table agreement for voluntary in- 
spections at the site of suspect un- 
derground disturbances to check 
whether they were secret nuclear 
tests or only earth tremors. ‘Thus at 
present there are no grounds to shun 
the negotiations under the pretext of 
verification difficulties,” Likhachev 
said.

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Spain relaxes press censorship 
alter cracking guerrilla group 


MADRID. — Following' the 
smashing of Spain’s most violent 
group of urban guerrillas, the 
government yesterday partly 
lifted the curbs on press freedom 
which it had imposed to maintain 
the secrecy of the investigations. 

New violence, meanwhile, was 
reported from Las Palmas where 
a suspected member of the Canary 
Islands Independence Movement 
rolled a hand grenade under a 
police jeep. The blast damaged the 
vehicle, but the policemen es- 
caped without injury and arrested 
the attacker. 

The press curbs were cancelled 
after police made public a 28-page 
report on the cracklxig last week of 
the network of the "Anti-Fascist 
Resistance Group October 1" 
(Grapo). The left-wing guerrilla' 
band had claimed responsibility 
for the kidnapping of two high- 
ranking officials, bombings and 
slayings. 

In a news conference on Monday 
night, police said the number of 
arrested Grapo suspects now 
totalled 40, among them most of 
the group ’8 alleged leaders and 
several women. 

Police displayed seized weapons 


including some the guerrillas had 
taken from slain policemen. They 
released new details of how .they 
rescued the kidnapped officials 
and how guerrillas killed a total of 
eight policemen since 1978. 

The government has said the 
terror campaign was aimed at 
baiting Spain's democratization 
process. 

National security, director 
Mariano Nicolas Garda described 
Grapo as the military arm of the 
reconstructed Communist Party 
of Spain (PCR), a Maoist splinter 
group. He said police were still 
hunting for five fugitive Grapo 
terrorists. 

"The Grapo are wolves In the 
street, sheep in captivity," Garcia 
said in describing how the cap- 
tured guerrillas were willingly 
talking about their orga nizati on 
and their background. Apparently 
no charges have • been brought 
against those detained so far. 

The curbs on the press were im- 
posed a week ago in the form of a 
blackout on all news stories and 
comments relating to terrorist ac- 
tivity and the investigations. The 
press was only allowed to print of- 
ficial information. 


British Foreign Secretary 
Grosland dangerously ill 


LONDON — The serious illness of 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Secretary Anthony Cropland yester- 
day presented British Prime 
Minister James Callaghan with the 
unexpected prospect of making early 
changes to his cabinet. 

Grosland, 58, an apparently robust 
man until now, was reported on Mon- 
day night to be dangerously HI in Ox- 
ford’s R&dcliffe Infirmary following 
a stroke last Sunday. His American- 
born wife Susan was keeping a bed- 
side vigil. 

There are doubts that the minister, 
who is the current President of the 
European Common Market’s Council 
of Ministers, will ever be well enough 
to return to his arduous post at the 
Foreign Office. 

Callaghan had planned to make a 
cabinet reshuffle around July, and 
Croaland waa widely tipped to ex- 
change jobs with Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey. This would 
have allowed Healey to complete the 
annual budget and for Crosland to 
carry out his Common Market and 
other duties. Britain's six-month 
presidency of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) ends 
in June. 

This is an exceptionally busy time 
for the Foreign Office with a Com- 
monwealth heads of state con- 
ference to he held in London In June, 
the deadlocked Rhodesian con- 
stitutional dispute and worries about 
Britain’s fishing rights around its 
shores. 

It means that Callaghan cannot 
'long delay the appointment of a 
successor. Crosland was to have ac- 
companied'- him on the scheduled 
visit to Washington in mid-March for 
talks with President Jimmy Carter. 

If Healey cannot take over shortly. 



then Home Secretary (Interior 
Minister) Merlyn Rees is considered 
by some political observers here as 
the next likely choice, even if only as 
a caretaker foreign secretary. Like 
Croaland, Rees is a moderate in the 
ruling Labour Party and he Is a dose 
adviser of the prime minister. 

Crosland 'a deputy, David Owen, 
38, is temporarily filling the 
position. (Reuter)

ESSEN, West Germany. — Three 
armed women held up a bank on 
Tuesday and escaped with 250,000 
marks (almost Him.). 

In West Berlin on Monday two 
women and a man held up a bank 
and got away wfttf 127,000 marks. 
Police said they believed the two 
women in West Berlin were con- 
victed urban guerillas who es- 
caped from prison last July. (UFI) 


The government lifted the cen- 
sorship as far as Grapo was con- 
cerned, but maintained It in 
regard to the “Anti-Communist 
Apostolic Alliance of Spain" 
(AAA), an extremist right-wing 
group that has claimed respon- 
sibility for the slaying last month 
of five Communist lawyers and a 
student protester. 

Police, so far, have not reported 
any arrests of AAA suspects. 

Opposition spokesmen, 
meanwhile, expressed satisfaction 

with the outcome of new 
negotiations on Monday between 
Premier Adolfo Suarez and a 
delegation of centre and left-wing 
politicians. 

The talks are aimed at setting 
the gound rules for Spain's first 
free elections in 41 years late in 
spring. Opposition sources said 
there was apparently agreement 
on all major points, and further 
talks on this subject would 
probably not be necessary. 

The opposition also wants to dis- 
cuss with Suarez other political 
questions such as the release of 
Spain’s remaining 171 political 
prisoners and the minorities 
problems. (CPI). 

UK supports 
Lisbon’s bid 
to join EEC 


LONDON. — Prime Minister James 
C&Uagham has pledged Britain's 
support tor Portugal's bid to become 
a member of the European Common 
Market. 

Callaghan declared at a dinner 
honouring Portuguese Prime 
Minister Mario Soares on Monday 
night: "You will have the full support 
of the British Government In your 
endeavours and we look forward to 
the time when Portugal will be able 
to take her full place to the communi- 
ty of Europe." 

But a spokesman for Callaghan 
said he and Soares bad agreed there 
are "many practical difficulties” 
and that Portugal’s acceptance as a 
full EEC member will take time. 

Soares flew Into London on Monday 
on the first leg df a European tour to 
muster support for Portugal’s efforts 
to join the Common Market. He will 
visit all nfna EEC member mHiim. 

Soares, who heads a minority 
socialist government, stressed 
before leaving Lisbon: "We are a 
European nation and we need the 
moral boost Common Market 
membership will give us." 

The Common Market Foreign 
Ministers who met in Brussels on 
February 8 gave only a heavily 
qualified welcome to Portugal's 
application. 

; They agreed that all of them should 
tell Soares that; while they welcomed 
Portugal's political commitment to 
Europe, solutions first must be found 
for its economic, social, financial and 
agricultural problems. (AP, UFI) 
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U.S. arms 
cost goes 
up sharply 

WASHINGTON. — The total cost 
of major new U.S. weapons has' 
registered its highest jump fa i 
more than six years, the Defence 
Department reported yesterday. 

* 'Die net rise of nearly 118.5b. 
between late September and late 
December waa caused mostly by 
increases in numbers of weapons, 
such as F-16 fighter planes, Tri- 
dent missile-firing submarines 
and patrol frigates, the Defence 
Department said. 

This brought the total price tag 
for 45 major weapons systems un- 
der development or in production 
to a record H97.6b. Many of the 
costs will be spread over as much 
as 10 years. 

The late September through 
late December increase in cost 
was the biggest since June 1970 
when the Pentagon reported a 
SSOb. rise for 36 different weapons - 
systems. 

The cost boost in the last 
quarter would have been higher 
except that a number of major 
programmes showed decreases, 
including a $2b. cutback by 
cancellation of plans to build an 
additional giant nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier. 

Some of the plans to increase 
the number of weapons under cer- 
tain major programmes are ten- 
tative and subject to annual 
review by defence budget of- 
ficials and Congress, so the 
numbers could go up or down In 
the years ahead. (AP) 

S.A. black 
detainee 

falls to his death 

JOHANNESBURG. — A black 
detainee fell 10 floors to his death 
yesterday from a security police 
office at police headquarters in 
downtown Johannesburg. 

Police said Matthews Mahilane, 
the 13th black to die in police 
custody in less than a year, waa 
apparently trying to escape during 
questioning. Mahilane was being 
held under the "Terrorism Act" 
which allows detention without 
trial or access to lawyers and 
family. 

A police spokesman said 
Mahilane opened a window and 
climbed through before anyone 
could stop him. 

The free movement of blacks in 
South Africa would be further 
restricted under legislation 
proposed by the South African 
Parliament yesterday. Fines for 
violating South Africa’s pass laws, 
which rigidly control the move- 
ment of blacks, would be doubled. 
The new fine would stand at 100

Gaddafi opponent 
loses citizenship 

CAIRO. — Libya’s ruling Revolu- 
tion Command Council has 
stripped dissenting member M&j. 
Omar el-Meheishi of his nationali- 
ty, the Middle East News Agency 
said yesterday in a dispatch from 
Tripoli. 

El-Mehelshi has been living In 
Cairo since be was granted 
political asylum a year ago after 
breaking with Libyan leader Col. 
Mu’ammer Gaddafi and fleeing 
the country. 

Libyan authorities accused el- 
Meheishi of involvement In an 
abortive attempt to overthrow 
Gaddafi In the summer of 1975. He- 
first' fled to Tunisia and then came 
to Cairo. 

Gaddafi has said that one of his 
conditions fora reconciliation with 
Egypt would be the extradition of 
el-Meheishi, something Eyptian 
officials said Cairo would never 
do. 

Egypt and Libya have been lock- 
ed in a political feud since the 1973 
Middle East war. Gaddafi has con- 
sistently attacked Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat’s policy of seek- 
ing a peace settlement with 
Israel. (UFI)

GENEVA. — UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim told the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference yesterday 
that prospects appear to have Im- 
proved for banning chemical 
weapons and underground nuclear 
tests — major unattained objectives 
of the 80-nation organization. 

There seems to be greater 
readiness by the two nuclear super- 
powers, the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, to reach a test baa agree- 
ment, and fresh approaches made 
the outlook more encouraging for 
outlawing the most lethal chemical 
arms, he said. 

A UN official read Waldheim’s 
message at the opening of the 1977 
session of the conference, which 
brings together Western, Communist 
and neutral nations under the co- 
chairmanship of the Soviet Union 
and the U.S.

where he came from, and answered 
In typically Jewish fashion with a 
question of his own. 

“Have you ever heard of Hershele 
from Ostropol?" he asked in Yid- 
dish. 

I nodded my head. 

“Well, I'm from Ostropol." 

He was an engineer and had lived 
in Moscow for many yean, working 
for the army. When he decided to 
emigrate to "the land of our 
fathers." he transferred to a civilian 
firm; but he left this job. too, to 
make quite sure that the authorities 
would not deny him an exit' visa on 
the pretext that he was "close to 
security secrets." 

He was accompanied by his wife 
and two sons, aged 38 and 14. The 
older one, who sported a 
Solzhenitsyn-type beard, was 
reading a Hebrew newspaper. 

I asked him how be came to know 
the language, and be replied as if he 
were stating the obvious. "I taught 
myself. I bought a Russlan-Hebrew 
dictionary and I’ve been studying for 
two years. Speaking Is a bit difficult, 
but I can read quite well." 

The younger boy, Noah, had 
followed his brother's example and 
begun to teach himself Hebrew. He, 
too. didn't speak it well, but when I 
asked him why he wanted to come to 
Israel, he replied, absolutely 
naturally, "Because It's my 
homeland.” 

Their father, delighted with them, 
told me that the boys had been more 
anxious than their parents to come to 
Israel, despite' -the fact that they 
knew nothing about Judaism 
Whereas-he himself had.studled in & . 
heder la his youth. 

The mother began to describe 
their Hf e in Moscow. They had been 
quite well off. and by Russian stan- 
dards had had quite a spacious 
home. At work, their friends were 
Russians; socially, they mixed with 
other Jews. The elder son had 
studied mathematics at the universi- 
ty, where he was the only Jew among 
505 Russians. He was assured of a 
brilliant future. What, then, was mis- 
sing? 

"Freedom." he answered. “The 
atmosphere choked me. We were 


craving for some Jewishness.” 

That simple sentence said 
everything. He had begun going to 
synagogue more often, and it was 
there that he had met the activists. 
They told him what to do — and here 
he was! Last seder night he had 
eaten mates in Moscow and said, 
“Next year in Jerusalem," and only 
10 months later he really would be in 
Jerusalem. 

IN THE NEXT ROW sat three 
"young lions." They were wearing 
blue jeans and peaked caps, and had 
long black sideburns. They looked at 
me and at the people I was talking to 
with a mixture of sympathy and 
suspicion. They spoke only Russian, 
and the story they had to tell was a 
very different one. 

They were mountain Jews from 
Dagastan. where Jews have been liv- 
ing for over 2,000 years . Their 
houses were carved out of frock. and 
the river that flows through the city 
could almost he the legendary Sam- 
batyon, beyond which the ten lost 
tribes were exiled. And yet news of 
the "redemption" bad reached 
them. too. 

A different world and a different 
people. But when one quoted such 
lines as "Come, my beloved, to meet 
the Sabbath Bride," and "Hear O 
Israel," their eyes sparkled, and we 
were united by our common 
heritage. 

They looked healthy and relaxed. 
They had bought their jeans in 
Moscow, for eight roubles a pair. 
Someone had apparently told them 
that these, too, were an entry visa to 


but there were quite a number from 
nearby Czemowitz. 

One of them, a greying bus driver, 
told us that there were 30 Jews In his 
cooperative, but they had all already 
emigrated to Israel, 

"Did you feci that there was any 
hatred towards Jews?" I asked him. 

"Of course.” he replied, "but I 
returned it In kind." 

He was accompanied by his 
daughter and her husband. The 
latter, being a plumber, would cer- 
tainly have no difficulty in finding 
work, I told him. 

"But aren't you Israelis afraid 
that we will take away your 
livelihoods?" he asked. 

1 replied with the Zionist answer: 
"Even if 1 were forced to share my 
last crust with you, you would be 
welcome.” 

The young man was interested In 
very down-to-earth matters: what 
would his wages be. what sort of tax- 
es would he have to pay. how much 
did a car and a TV set cost? 

A YOUNG MAN of about 30 sat 
alone, his head buried In a Russian 
newspaper. His long fair hair fell 
over his shoulders, and he was well 
dressed, with a Jacket and tie. 

He spoke only Russian — but what 
Russian! The language that flowed 
from his lips in deep and melodious 
tones must have sounded beautiful 
even to anyone who did not know a 
word of Russian. I was not surprised 
to learn that he had been a television 
announcer in Moscow. He wore a 
wedding ring, but he told me that he 
had had to leave his wife and seven- 
year-old daughter behind. He hoped 
they would be allowed to join him 
soon. I wished him luck, and there 
were tears in his eyes as he clasped 
my hand. 

A WOMAN in her fifties introduced 
herself as a journalist. She had work- 
ed as a proof-reader on Pruvda for 25 
years. She told me what she describ- 
ed as atypical professional joke:

They showed great interest In the 
. cigarettes ; and drink being sold on 
the plane, and it seemed possible 
that their absorption Into Israel 
society would not be too difficult. 

A MAN PASSED BY In the aisle. It 
was obvious from the way he was 
dressed that be was not & Russian 
immigrant, and it turned out that 
although he was originally from 
Bukovlna, he had lived in Vienna for 
many years. He was trying to find 
out if there waa anyone on the plane 
from Us home town. There wasn't; 


arrives In the office drunk. One day I 
dared to ask him why.. JIf I were 
sober,’. he replied, 'I'd have to tell 
the truth.’" 

IT IS NEARLY DAWN, and the 
journey is almost over. The excite- 
ment mounts. Over the inter-com 
comes the announcement, first in 
Hebrew and then in Russian, “In a 
few minutes we shall be landing at 
Ben-Gurion Airport.” 

Yesterday morning, Moscow; 
before dawn, Tel Aviv. For these 
Jews, Is ft a dream or reality?

SARAH COHEN sounded anxious 
and upset. She had abruptly woken 
me up just before eight o'clock one 
Shabbat morning. “Could you please 
come over as quickly as possible, 
doctor?” she blurted out. “It’s 
Haim. I think he's had a stroke." 

I tried to calm her as best I could 
over the telephone promising that I 
would come over immediately. All 
the same, I couldn’t help thinking 
that it seemed very unlikely that 35 
year-old Haim Cohen, whohad hard- 
ly known a day's illness, had Indeed 
had a stroke. 

When X arrived at the Cbhen’a, 
Sarah was waiting at die open front 
door, obviously greatly agitated. 

"When Haim woke up this mor- 
ning. he complained of a funny sen- 
sation on the right side of his face 
and when I looked at his face, it 
seemed very peculiar; his m«u r*>i 
was sort of twisted over to the left, 
just like when my grandfather had a 
stroke last year." 

She ushered me Into the bedroom, 
and it only took a second to see that 
Halm’s face indeed looked abnor- 
mal. Aside from mouth being 
pulled over tbe left, the wrinkles on 
the right aide of his forehead had dis- 
appeared. I asked Haim to close bis 
eyes, but the right one wouldn’t shut 
completely. Tbe right side of his face 
was almost totally paralysed. 

I asked whether he felt anything 
else the matter? Apart from a »im 
pain behind his ear on the affected 
side, Haim said be felt surprisingly 
well, except for some very natural 
anxiety. Examination confirmed 
that everything else seemed to be in 
normal working order. 

"The first thing I want to tell you 
both," I said after my examination, 
"la that this la not a stroke 
not related to a stroke in any way. 
What you have, Haim, is a tem- 
porary paralysis of the nerve 
operating the muscles of the right 
side of your face or. as it's usually 
called, a Bell's palsy, after the 
medical man who first described the 
condition. 

“I sec one or two cases each year. 
The important thing to know is that 
the prognosis tor complete recovery 
Is excellent although it may take a 
few weeks." 

Haim and Sarah looked con- 
siderably relieved. "But.” persisted 
Haim, "what causes the paralysis, 
and does it mean I’m more likely to 
have a real stroke in the future?" 

“We don’t really know, and no. are 
the answers to these two questions,’' 

I replied. Again I can’t emphasize 
too strongly that there is absolutely 


no connection between what has 
happened to you and any increased 
possibility that you’ll have a stroke 
either In the near or distant future." 

1 left Halm a supply of pain-killers 
for his earache ( wMqfa often accom- 
panies the condition in its early 
stages), some eye ointment to pre- 
vent infection in tbe partially open 
eye and some steroid tablets, which 
are thought in some cases to hasten 
tbe recovery process. I also told him 
to look in at my office in four days' 
time. When he did so. I waa pleased 
to see that there was evidence of 
recovery: he waa almost able to 
close his right eye. 1 sent him off for 
a short course of physiotherapy to 
help strengthen the affected muscles 
as they regained their function. 

In spite of much medical research 
on the subject. Bell’s palsy remains 
a bit of a mystery. It can occur on 


either side of the face and at any age 
although young adults, especially 
males, seem more susceptible. The 
nerve involved, the facial nerve, ia 
thought temporarily to be damaged 
on its course from the brain to the 
face at a point where it passes out of 
the skull. The actual cause of this 
damage is not known. It is assumed 
to be due to some form of nan- 
infectious inflammation. Branches 
of this nerve also convey taste sensa- 
tion from the tongue and operate a 
tiny muscle in the ear. Taste and 
hearing may be temporarily upset 
on the affected side. 

I last saw Haim Cohen a few days 
ago, just about a month after that 
worrying Shabbat morning. Hla 
recovery was complete, so both men- 
tally and physically, he no longer 
had anything to be down in the 
mouth about

Tel Aviv Elitzur gained revenge 
for an earlier loss to Haifa Mac- 
cabi, winning 82*77. Jerusalem 
Hapoel almost assured its relega- 
tion to the second league with a 
104-68 loss to ninth place Afula 
Hapoel. 

The match of the day had Tel 
Aviv Hapoel hosting league- 
leading Ramat Gan Hapoel at the 
Tad Elfabu sports stadium in Tel 
Aviv. Both teams had lost last 
Tuesday in Korac Cup matches 
and wanted to get back on the win- 
ning track. 

For Tel Aviv Hapoel the game 
was a do-or-die affair. Their 10-3 
record going Into the game was 
good enough to keep them one 
game behind the leaders, but a 
loss would effectively eliminate 
them from title contention. Ramat 
Gan Hapoel, enjoying their first 
week in the top spot, did not want 
to relinquish it. 

The game began with Ramat 
Gan jumping into a quick 8-2 lead 
as their outside shooters broke the 
Tel Aviv defence zone.

VAT may bring 
in IL300m. more 
than expected

The yield from the Value Added 
Tax (VAT) will be higher than an- 
ticipated, according to circles in the 
Finance Ministry. 

It was originally assumed that 
from its introduction in July 1978 till 
the end of the fiscal year this March, 
VAT would come to about XL3.7b. Ac- 
cording to current oalculaUona, 
however, the new tax will puli in 
more than ILAb. 

In spite of this optimistic forecast, 
revenue department officials believe 
that as much as 15 per cent of the tax 
collected by businessmen never 
reaches the Treasury. * 

Factories have 
a hard time 
collecting 

Jerusalem Poet Reporter 

A recent survey by the renowned 
Dun ft Rrsdstreet sredlt rating firm 
shows that Israeli manufacturers are 
having a tough time collecting from 
their customers. 

Manufacturers in the three main 
cities rate a steady L* for their collec- 
tions during December. Dun ft 
Bradstreet uses the letter P for 
"more prompt * 1 payers, E tor 
"even" payers and L for those who 
are “leas prompt" 

In a monthly survey of 40 major 
European business centres — which 
includes Israel as the only Mid-East 
country — Israeli manufacturers 
have the poorest collection record. 
Wholesalers here, by contrast, do 
much better and earn a steady E (for 
“even") In the survey. The record 
for retailers is a mixture of E*s and 
X/s. 

Germany maintains a strong posi- 
tion oo payments, especially in the 
manufacturing section, where it has 
mostly P's ("prompt") and E's 
(“even"). The same goes for Por- 
tugal and Holland. 

Contractors are 
free to change 
architect’s plans

A contractor has the right to 
change the plans submitted by an 
architect it he sees fit and no prior 
contract forbids it, according to an 
unprecedented ruling given yester- 
day by the Jerusalem District Court. 

Tbe Company for the Restoration 
of the Jewish Quarter in the Old City 
of Jerusalem had asked Tel Aviv 
architect Saadia Mendel in 1971 to 
draw up plans for a group of 
buildings with 80 flats. The 
architect's firm specified specially 
angled windowpanes for all the flats. 
The Jewish Quarter Reconstruction 
Company did not like the design and 
told its own architects to change it. 

When the architect saw his plans 
were changed he applied far a court 
order to stop the building at file site, 
claiming breach of contract. Mendel 
obtained a court order to stop the 
building and filed a suit against the 
company. 

Mendel’s suit against the company 
came before District Court judge 
Vardimua Zailer who said yesterday 
the company was entitled to do what 
it wanted with the architect’s plans- 
He said that the reconstruction of the 
Jewish quarter — "an architectural 
project of national importance" — is 
the responsibility of the company 
Quoting precedents from English 
and South African courts, the judge 
also said the contractor is obliged to 
follow the architect's plans only 
when his contract specifies this ex- 
pUclUy- (Itim) 

New youth hostel 
on Kinneret shore

TIBERIAS. — A modem youth hostel 
is to be built at Tabgha on the shores 
of Lake Kinneret. partly with the 
funds from the German Benedictine 
Church. The church has asked for the 
return of the old farm buildings and 
half-dunam plot on the rite, which 
used to be owned by the Templar 
Order and was converted into a youth 
hostel 20 years ago. 

The church has agreed to pay the 
Jordan Valley Council compensation 
for the bette rm ent of the buildings, if 
they are returned, and the money is 
to serve as a starting fund for a new 
hostel. The Lands Authority is to 
provide a nearby site and the 
Ministries of Tourism and Education 
would also help fund the hostel.

Fight over IL1.2b. cut in 
IL32.7b. interim budget

The Committee of Nine yesterday 
failed to reach agreement on budget 
cuts. Made up of members of the 
Knesset Finance Committee, the 
smaller group was set up two weeks 
ago specifically to deal with the in- 
terim budget. 

At yesterday’s meeting Yehezkel 
71umln (Likud) proposed a HdJb. 
cut from the IL32.7b. budget propos- 
ed by the Treasury for the period 
April- July. This was rejected im- 
mediately by the Treasury and by 
Israel Kargm&n (Alignment), the 
chairman of the Knesset Finance 
Committee. 

Kargman said that in his opinion it 
is possible to slash only IL70Qm. from 
the Treasury draft. For th(a he has 
the consent of the Treasury be said. 


However, Flumln of the TJimrf would 
not budge. The Likud Is willing, as 
Slmcha Ehrlich proposed last week, 
to accept a slash of XLi.25b. But fids 
proposal was not tabled officially and 
is considered as the Likud's rock- 
bottom figure. 

The efforts of Yitzhak Golan (ILP) 
and Shlomo Lorincz ( Aguda) to con- 
vince the Likud to take a more 
moderate line and to cut less, also 
failed. 

Agreement may be reached, 
however, on the revenue side of the 
budget.

Taxes cut sales of 
imported cigarettes

A cigarette, people ore wont to say. 
is a bit of tobacco rolled into a tax 
bOL This definition becomes leu 
funny when we consider that Israelis 
smoked 5.5b. cigarettes fax 1978. Ten 
per cent of these were imported. 

The year 1978 was a good year for 
tobacco importers. They doubled 
their sales over 1975. But 1977 is not 
ao good any more, because in 
January the Treasury raised the tax 
on imported cigarettes, thus making 
them much more expensive than 
domestic smokes. 

Until this year, the tax on each 
cigarette was 15 agorot plus 35 per 
cent of the Import value. Last month 
this was raised to 22 agorot (orIL4.40 
per pack of 20) plus 35 percent. The 
price difference between imported 
and domestic cigarettes in tbe HA.30 
category came to 110 per cent. As a 
result, sales dropped to 30 per cent of 

the 1975 leveL 

Officially, the tax increase was ex- 
plained as an adjustment of customs 
duties to the devaluation of the lira. 
On these grounds, it was argued, the 
Increase does not contradict the 
agreement with the Common 
Market 

Oded E l i as h ar. who represent* the 
largest cigarette importer Id Israel, 
has demanded that the government 
Impose the same tax on the import 
component of locally produced 
cigarettes. "The gap between im- 
ported and domestic cigarettes 
created by last month's tax increase 
on imported cigarettes discriminates 
against us," he said yesterday. In his 
view, it also contradicts agreement 
with the Common Market. “Let the 
customs officials show us on which 
clause in the agreement they base 


their decision to raise the tax,” 
Eliashar challenged, "for the change 
In the value of the lira la already ac- 
counted for by the ad •oaioTcm duty of 
35 per cent." 

Eliashar believes that the tax raise 
six' weeks ago on Imported cigarettes 
yras the result of pressure by the 
local manufacturers. 

The price Increase three days ago 
of local cigarettes restores the 
balance to some extent-. Some 
observers in Jerusalem are sceptical 
of the official explanation that the In- 
crease was due to rises in production 
costs. These would, in any case, not 
have justified a parallel rise is the 
excise duties, they say. 

As reported on Monday, the 
Ministry of Agriculture spokesman 
declared that the price increase had 
no thing to do with the priceJUkc for 
locally grown tobacco, slncffTBraell 
manufacturers use only about 10 per 
cent local products In the tobacco 
they process- 

The cigarette Importers, however, 
are still not satisfied, even though the 
gap in relative prices has been 
narrowed. They Insist that either the 
duties paid on domestic cigarettes be 
raised further, or that the customs 
duties an Imported cigarette* he 
reduced. 

The Customs Administration , it 
was' learned yesterday. Is con- 
sidering a modification of the tax 
structure on imported cigarettes, but 
it will take them several months to 
carry this out. What they consider is 
an increase is purchase taxes and a 
reduction of customs duties. 

In the meantime. 70 per cent of the 
price of a cigarette will be Inhaled by 
the government. 


Kibbutzim make money from hobbies

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A time for courage 


THE BOMBSHELL dropped by Asher Yadlln In a Tel Aviv cour- 
troom on Monday has produced more than a one-time explosion. 
The fragments are still flying through the air, and the harsh 
noise is growing ever more deafening. 

The legal echoes of the case alone will continue to reverberate 
even after sentence is pronounced next week. At that time, in 
fact, Attorney-General Aharon Barak promises to take up the 
interrogation of Mr. Yadlln again. This is necessary because 
there are several matters Involving, illicit transfer of funds 
which were not included in the orginal— let alone in the. 
revised— charge sheet. 

Mr. Yadlin's statement in court implicated a number of top 
Labour Party leaders who, he claimed, both prompted and 
received millions of pounds on behalf of the party for Its use. 
The Attorney-General will presumably be duty bound to probe 
the veracity of these .allegations. 

Yet there seems to be widespread' agreement, even among 
confirmed foes of Labour, that the strictly judicial approach 
simply will not do in the circumstances. For the Yadlln dis- 
closures appear to strike at the very foundations of the coun- 
try's democratic system. Unless they are probed in depth by 
means which are not available to the ordinary court of law, they 
may lead to universal disenchantment with our party system 
and institutions. 

The suggestion has therefore been made that the Prime 
Minister should, without undue prodding, and at the'earllest mo- 
ment, set up a commission of inquiry to deal with the matter. 

This would Indeed have been a most natural proposal only a 
few years ago. But the recent record of commissions of inquiry 
has not been especially encouraging. The recommendations of 
such commissions have been readily accepted — and then, too, 
not always acted upon — when they were obvious enough. When 
they turned out to be controversial — as in the case of the 
Agranat Commission — the result was greater division rather 
than & new popular consensus. 

But the main argument against another such inquiry is that 
the issue is, fundamentally, political and must be dealt with by 
political means — which may, of course, encompass new legisla- 
tion. 

Because Mr. Yadlln has directly hurt his own party and right 
on. the eve of national elections, the party will have to take im- 
mediately corrective measures. The party leaders named at the 
trial, among then the Minister of Finance and the Minister of 
Education and Culture, will be fair game for the Opposition; 
and it would be folly for Mr. Rabin to duck the political Issues 
merely because, legally speaking, the Ministers implicated by 
Yadlln are still innocent. His failure to act will only damn the 
entire party in the eyes of the public. 

The Opposition, for Its part, may however fall into a trap of Its 
own making if it plays the role of critic too sanctimoniously. For 
the method of financing party activities from affiliat ed 
economic institutions has a very long tradition in Israel. There 
is hardly a party in the country, big br small, across the 
entire political spectrum, which has not regularly practised this 
method of financing, according to its means. 

That is precisely what the recent party financing legislation 
has attempted to prevent by furnishing the parties with state 
funds for their activities, particularly for electioneering pur- 
poses. By way of compensation, strict limits were placed on the 
amount of moneys which parties were allowed to collect from 
outside sources. 

On Mr. Yadlin's evidence, the legislation has jheen honoured 
more in the breach than in the observance — by the Labour Par- 
ty. but most likely by all others as well. This may be due to the 
fact that the State Comptroller, who Is supposed to oversee the 
disbursement of funds, lacks sufficient authority to discover 
violations and to enforce compliance. The penalties for viola- 
tion, too. are ludicrously inadequate. 

Clearly the situation calls for radical reform. Mr. Rabin 
himself might be well advised to join a forthright admission of 
past errors with a plan for such reform. This would perhaps not 
save Labour from electoral penalties on election day, but it 
could help cut its losses; in addition it would serve the country 
well.

No 
one can argue that there was even 
the slightest attempt at a cover-up or 
at protecting people In high places. 

The paper goes on to note that 
before the enactment of the party 
f i nanci ng law, all the parties receiv- 
ed funds from dubious sources. This, 
however, does not absolve the 
authorities from ascertaining 
whether ' moneys were tran sf erred 
to the Labour Party by illegal means. 
Just as there waa no attempt at a 
cover-up in the Yadlln affairr, so will 
there be no cover-up In any other af- 
fair.

POST Economic Editor MEIR 
MERHAV suggests that if the Prime 
Minister were to address the nation 
on the State of the Economy, it might 
perhaps- sound something like this... 


Seeking a new order 


I AM ADDRESSING you tonight not 
in order to oak for your political sup- 
port, hut aa one who, for the time be- 
ing and until you decide otherwise, 
holds the ultimate responsibility for 
the nation's affairs. 

Tonight, I wish to abstain from the 
usual practice of . patting our own 
backs fdr our achievements. I 
believe that we can take credit for 
many things — but of these I have 
talked to you In the past Tonight, I 
rather - wish to talk about our dif- 
ficulties. I believe that only by frank- 
ly admitting our errors and problems 
I can hope for yoor understanding — 
and for your participation In the ef- 
forts that must be made to overcome 
our difficulties. 

As you know, the Government has, 
together with the Hlstadrut, decided 
to freeze wages and prices until the 
end of June. For many, this will In- 
volve hardship. For all, indudingthe 
Government itself, it means uncer- 
tainty. We do not claim that' this 
freeze is a solution to our problem. 
But we believe that it la indispen- 
sable as a temporary measure so 
that we may ’gain a brief respite, so 
that our economy can he put in mo- 
tion again. 

Some of you may aay that what 
needs to be dome now might have 
been unnecessary had we acted 
differently in the past. That may be 
so, and you may decide to aay bo 
through the ballot box in three 
months time. However, given the 
situation as it is now — even if the 
Government Is Itself responsible for 
much of It — we must take the steps 
we have decided upon. I believe that 
any Government Would have to do 
the same. 


Perhaps it is the wage earners who 
have been made to bear the brunt of 
the economic sacrifice, with less 
than commensurate results. We in 
the Government are not unaware of 
the fact that the real income of the 
public sector employees has, declined 
substantially. We know that the wage 
structure has changed In ways we did 
not predict. All this has gone beyond 
what we intended, beyond the policy 
goals which we declared. We said we 
would keep wages stable.. We did not 
mean them to fall. If we allowed it, 
we have done wrong — and shall 
enter no plea that various pressures 
could not be resisted. 


LET ME GO BACK to what our situa- 
tion is. Wc have had galloping infla- 
tion for three years. Our growth has 
stopped. The standard of living has 
not risen, and for same it has even 
fallen significantly. All this has 
happened after the Yom KIppurWar. 
That war has not only placed upon us 
a terrific defence burden which ab- 
sorbs over a third of our resources. It 
has also caused a high rise in the coat 
of our civilian imports, thus causing 
us problems similar, but more 
severe, to those experienced by the 
entire Western world. 


All of a sudden we have had to cope 
with a balance of payments problem 
of a magnitude that we never ex- 
perienced before. There was the 
danger that we would be unable to 
pay for the oil, the raw materials, 
and the services we needed. We 
feared that there would be large 
numbers of unemployed. True, we 
have obtained much more aid from 
abroad, -especially from the U.S. Ad- 
ministration. But those who take this 
for granted live in a fool’s paradise. 
Even we In the Government are 
never sure what we shall get, when 
we shall get it and an what con- 
ditions. 

Our economic advisers told ns that 
there was no alternative to devaluing 
our currency in ofder to improve our 
ability to compete abroad, together 
with a policy which would restrain 
domestic consumption. That meant 
no wage increases except for cost-of- 
living adjustments. — and for the 
barest unavoidable minimum. 

We may have erred in carrying' 
that policy too far for too long. We 
may have been over-optimistic in 
believing that if we restrain the de- 
mand of most of you who listen to me 
tonight, namely wage and salary 
earners, the income and profits of 
those who sell the goods and services 
we buy will also fall. We may have 
been wrong to .trust that more 
private profit will automatically br- 
ing more investment, more develop- 
ment. We, may in some cases even 
have been exploited- by carpet- 
baggers. 


WE KNOW THAT many of you can- 
not make ends meet, and therefore 
will not be mollified by our argument 
that we have done a great deal to 
help the really poor. We know, too, 
that many of you feel they can no 
longer maintain their dignity as 
working people. We are also aware 
that some of you, seeing how certain 
■mail groups have obtained extor- 
tionate concessions from the Govern- 
ment, are now persuaded that force 
Is the only means of gaining 
anything. 

I will also not deny that we might 
have kept up a higher rate of growth . 
in the economy. That would have 
made it possible, and perhaps even 
easier, to maintain your living stan- 
dards and at the same time to export 
more. 

Perhaps we have been too much in- 
timidated by the enormous rise in 
our foreign debt, the dwindling of our 
foreign exchange reserves, the 
awesome insecurity of our overall 
situation. We may have listened too 
closely to narrow specialists, 
however well-meaning and sincere, 
and also to those who, most per- 
suasively, made us bend our 
economic policies to their ends. We 
have continued a process by which 
the fruits of individual achievement 
have come to replace the benefits of 
the common good. 

We have closed our eyes to ini- 
quities! We have put efficiency above 
all. even though we fell short of 
achieving it We have come to value 
material achievement without ask- 
ing how it was secured. We have rais- 
ed the Intermediary above the 
producer, the manipulator over the 
creator. We have lost respect for the 
man with dirty fingernails. We have 
trusted to the motive of personal gain 
to provide us with plenty for all. 


BUT, FELLOW CITIZENS, let me 
remind you that all this has not 
happened in the last three years, and 
under this Government. We have In- 
herited a society and economy 
moulded into their present shape by 
our predecessors. True, we par- 
ticipated in this process and we did 
not reverse it 1 do not ask to be ab- 
solved from responsibility. Yet we 
cannot, with one stroke, do away 
with distortions, hypocrisies and 
privileges sanctioned by tradition. I 
am not even sure that we grasp them 
all. I admit to you that, preoccupied 
as we were with problems of foreign 
affairs and defence, we may not have 
even attempted a beginning. 

But even had we been aware of all 
the changes that need to be made, 
even had we been ready with 
solutions — you know that this 
Government would not have been 
able to Implement any thoroughgo- 
ing change. 

In that respect, you, dear listeners, 
bear at least part of the responsibili- 
ty for you have, for the most part, 
been content to leave things as they 
were. We have a Government headed 
by a party which is itself a coalition, 
joined by other parties which were 
also coalitions. Our political system 
has tied us hand and foot I myself 


OURS IS A SMALL nation of great 
capability. We have, in one genera- 
tion, done more than mightier 
nations with greater resources and 
fewer difficulties. Although we have 
a tendency to flagellate ourselves, 
we have achieved great things. We 
talk about inefficiency — but the 
truth is that, given equal conditions, 
many of our labourers work harder 
and produce more, for much less 
pay. . than their counterparts < 
elsewhere. We accuse ourselves of 
the loss of values — but our sensitivi- 
ty to it proves that we have retained 
more than we believe. We can, if we 
only will put our mind and effort to it, 
achieve much more. 

We -shall have to make sacrifices. 
The first to make them will have to 
be wage earners. I know that you will 
say that this is the way it has always 
been. But this time we shall ask you 
for a little more forbearance. We are 
determined to Impose an equal 
a a orifice on all. 

Yes, salaries and wages will be 
frozen for a time. What we mean by 
that is that we shall adopt a policy 
which will keep your standard of liv- 
ing from rialng, but we shall also pre- 
vent it from falling. Wherever a 
group of employees comes to us to 
say: "We have taken a dispropor- 
tionate loss," we shall redress it. We 
shall negotiate, and we expect you to 
talk with us. We shall not go back on 
any agreement. We shall honour our 
signatures, and more: we shall 
honour the spirit of our undertakings. 

We shall also prove to you, even 
within the next four months, that no 
one will enrich himself at your ex- * 
pense. We shall enforce .price con- 
trols, and we shall see to it- that they 
are not evaded. We shall tax away, 
relentlessly, all excess profits, es- 
pecially those begotten by Inflation. 

We have Just set up a team of 
ministers whose duty it will be to 
hammer out working solutions for 
immediate and more distant 
problems. They will lend their ears to 
your justified complaints. There will 
be do closed doors, nor will there be a 
curtain of f unctlonarlea and 
bureaucrats between you and your 
Government. 

We may have to ask you to wait un- 
til you eee results. We may not be 
able to get our economy out of the 
doldrums in short order. We may 
even not be able, in the short time left 
to this Government, to demonstrate 
that we mean what we aay. But we 
shall try anyway. 

As I said to you earlier, I do not ask 
you to support me or my party. All I 
ask you is to help me leave behind, 
after these difficult three years, the 
foundations of a new order.

$ore the same date. So did all the 
others on display. 

Our friend is consumer-protection 
minded," so she went to complain. 
“No one here can help you, try the 
milk department room," she was 
told, when she eventually found a 
man in the milk section, his only 
answer was “So don't buy it." 

She went back to the management 
section, where a girl helped her find 
a fresh carton of cream (dated 
16 . 2 .), pushed way under the 
overhang of the cooler, out of sight, 
behind all the out-of-date cartons. 

“What's the point of our milk and 
dairy goods manufacturers marking 
their goods so clearly, when the 
supermarket docs all it can to flout 
them?" she asked me bitterly.

Religion in Jerusalem 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — After publication of dn in- 
terview with me under the headline; 
“Religion and the city" (February 
7) , I realized that some of the' thi n gs 
I had said had created the wrong im- 
pression concerning the develop- 
ment activities of religious 
organisations' \in Jerusalem, and L " 
would therefore like to clarify some 
points. 

The Jerusalem Municipality and 
its Mayor,. Teddy Kollek, usually 
have a positive approach to the 
provision of more religious services 
in the- city. Proof of this is the fact 
that they recently earmarked 80 city 
plots for religious buildings in the 
new neighbourhoods. 

The growth of the city and the 
development of new neighbourhoods 
created serious problems due to the 
lack of buildings allocated to 
religious services and it is only 
natural that, as Chairman of the 
Religious Council, I should demand 
that both the Jerusalem Mu- 
nicipality and the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs make a greater ef- 
fort to solve these problems. This 
does Imply that no help was given to 
the Religious Council, even though 
the Municipality is not responsible 
for the infrastructure of new 
neighbourhoods. 

I would also like to stress that the 
Jerusalem foundation has done a 
great deal to develop the city and, in 
toe past few years, has contributed 
about 10 million pounds towards Im- 
portant religious buildings outside 
the framework of .the Religious 
Council. ' Differences of opinion * 
between me and the Mayor of 
Jerusalem about donors who would 
finance the building of mikvaot 
should not be allowed to detract in 
any way from toe important work 
done by the Jerusalem Foundation In 
building synagogues. 

Jerusalem is the Holy City and. its 
religious requirements are 
numerous. The Religious Council, 
which is in charge of providing the 
city's religious requirements can 
only do its job if it gets more help 
from the Jerusalem Municipality 
and the Ministry of Religious Af- 
fairs. and this was the main point I 
wanted to make In my interview. 

I am aware that the Chief Rab- 
binate does give kashrut certificates 
to a number of hotels in Jerusalem, 
but we do not approve of this prac- • 


tice! We are of the opinion til 
Chief Rabbinate does not bn 
authority to grant kashrul 
tificates in Jerusalem and'thi 
comes under the sole juristic J 
the local rabbinate.
